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Students, faculty rally for Feds sue Munitz for S&L failure

A crowd of about 150 members of 
the CSUS community Thursday gath- 
ered in front of the Pub for arally and 
march to support affirmative action 
programs in California and oppose 
Proposition 209, the California Civil 
Rights Initiative. 

Several speakers representing stu- 
dents, faculty and staff addressed the 
gathering, speaking positively of their 
experiences with affirmative action 
and criticizing those who support Prop. 
209, particularly Governor Pete Wil- 
son and Yes on 209 chairman Ward 
Connerly. 

At 1 p.m., when the speeches con- 
cluded, about 40 members of the crowd 
pinned on affirmative action support 
logos and marched to the Library Quad 
and back, chanting, “Support Affirma- 
tive Action! Noon 209!” Several in the 
march held signs and placards support- 
ing affirmative action. 

The event was organized by EDX 
' (Educational Excellence through Di- 
versity), a coalition of CSUS: faculty 
and staff who organized last semester 
to fight the effort to repeal affirmative 
action programs.

After five years of annual con- 
tracting between Regional Tran- 
sit and Associated Students, Inc. 
for student use of RT services, 
the university, ASI and RT have 
agreed to an extended 10 year- 
contract. 

Under the new contract, which 
began July 1, the start of.the fis- 
cal year, the University has taken 
over as principal contract holder, 
relegating ASI to the position of 
subcontractor. ASI will no longer 
pay fees directly to RT - $293,000 
last year - but instead will pay an 
annual fixed sum of $300,000 to 
the university to complete the 
transaction with RT. 

In the past, any increases to 
the contract necessitated a stu- 
dent vote and approval before the 
contract was continued. Since the 
agreements beginning in 1991 
there have been two such in- 
creases and subsequent votes ap- 
proving them, which have raised 


work, was pleased with the turnout at 
the event, the first of several events 
EDX has planned for the semester. 

‘We were surprised and encour- 
aged. People really seem enthusias- 
tic; they like that we’re doing this,” 
he said. 

Platt added that EDX’s mission is 
based on adesire to make institutions 
of learning more representative of 
society as a whole, and preserving 
affirmative action programs is inte- 
gral to that goal. 

“We think we’re on the road to a 
more diverse, egalitarian university. 
We’ ve just begun that journey,” Platt 
said. “If we’re going to make the univer- 
sity more reflective of our society, we 
have to have affirmative action.” 

Counterprotesting was minimal but 
present as several students held signs 
supporting CCRI and Republican presi- 
dential candidate Bob Dole, who has 
voiced his support for Proposition 209. 

“T believe affirmative action is de- 
meaning to the individuals who benefit 
from it,” said Eric Samuels of the Sac 
State College Republicans. “On the 
CSU application, there is a question 
that asks your race... I don’t care what 
you are; if you have the grades and test

CSU Chancellor’s old boss threatens to log virgin forest 
as Clinton administration tries to appease take over king

CSU Chancellor Barry Munitz has 
not yet.evaded federal scrutiny for 
his role in a savings and loan failure 
that cost taxpayers $1.6 billion, and 
pressure may begin mounting as his 
co-defendant and former boss threat- 
ens to start clearing the largest pri- 
vately-owned virgin redwood groves 
left in the country. 

And a presidential election less 
than eight weeks away has created an 
extra degree of intrigue. 

Before being hired by the CSU 
Board of Trustees in 1991, Munitz 
served as vice chairman.of Maxxam 
Inc., a holding company directed by 
Charles Hurwitz. Maxxam Inc. 
owned partially, or outright, over 100 
companies, including a Houston say- 
ings and loan that went bankrupt and 
a lumber company in Humboldt 
County saddled with a large impend- 
ing debt. 

The United Savings Association 
of Texas, where Munitz served as 
chairman from 1982, was taken over 
and sold off by the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Company in 1988. The 
Office of Thrift Supervision, osten- 
sibly trying torecoup Maxxam Inc.’s 
share of the $1.6 billion the savings 
and loan bailout cost the federal in- 
surance fund, in June asked the U.S. 
District Court in Washington D.C. to 
force Munitz’s lawyers to turn over 
notes related to testimony Munitz 
gave to the FDIC in a 1992 inter- 
view. 

This action follows a civil lawsuit 


. ‘the OTS filed in December against 


the semester fee imposed on each 
student’s ASI funds from $5 to 
$7. University administrators 
have felt for some time that by 
taking over the contract from ASI 
and increasing its length, further 
fee increases could be minimized. 
Previous increases have been 
determined by raises in bus fares, 
but future increases will be tied 
strictly to a rise in the number of 
student RT users, If the popular- 
ity of the programs past five years 
is indicative of its future, then 
increases are inevitable. _ 
According to RT figures, stu- 
dent ridership has raised 70 per- 
cent since the beginning of the 
program, and with the university’s 
population anticipated to swell, 
the trend is expected to continue. 
RT has agreed to a 10 percent 
maximum fee increase per year, 
and the university retains the right 
to back out of the agreement at 


any time during the 10 year con- 


tract if increases become unsatis- 
factory. 
“We implemented the contract 


Munitz, Hurwitz and four others. Ac- 
cording to the Los Angeles Times, the 
federal agency charges that the six 
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defendants “engaged in ‘unsafe and 
unsound’ banking practices” by buy- 
ing high-risk junk bonds and is seek- 
ing $100 million in damages from 
the defendants for their involvement 
in the thrift’s failure. 

As these motions get filed in fed- 
eral courts, Hurwitz ‘maintains his 
innocence as well as his threat to 
begin logging his company’s grove 
of virgin old growth redwoods on 
Monday. The grove is the largest of 
its kind still privately owned. 

The Pacific Lumber Co. first drew 
national attention during the late 
1980’s for environmental and finan- 
cial reasons. In 1986, Maxxam Inc., 
armed with Michael Milken junk 
bonds, financed a reported $1.1 bil- 
lion hostile takeover of the 100-plus 
year old lumber company and then 
covered the company’s newly ac- 
quired and mounting debt by cutting 
down trees at a rate alarming to even 
the locals who earned their living 
from the 150,000 acres of redwoods. 

Though Munitz was achairman on 
Maxxam Inc.’s board at the time of the 
buyout, a profile of the then, newly 
hired chancellor in The Los Angeles 
Times portrayed Munitz as a voice of 
moderation who had no hand in the 
financing of the deal but also admitted, 
“I was a Maxxam board member and 
voted to approve the deal.” 

The lumber company, still owned 
by Maxxam Inc. and still paying off 
the debts incurred during the take- 
over, has publicly admitted its desire. 
to log dead and dying trees from 
Headwaters Grove, a3,000—acre tract 
of forest that. reportedly has never 
heard a chainsaw and contains trees 
more than 1,000 years old. 

The company previously was pro- 
hibited from logging this area by the 
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as an experiment in the hopes that 
it would increase ridership and 
revenue,” RT Public Relations 
director Mike Wiley said. “We’ ve 
surpassed those levels and we’re 
very impressed with the level of 


- success that the arrangement has 


accomplished.” 

University employees are also 
included as beneficiaries in the 
new contract. For a nominal fee, 
staff members will be provided 
semester-long bus passes from 
RT. After collecting ASI funds 
and employees fees, the univer- 
sity will chip in additional funds 
from parking revenue to fulfill 
the contract amount. This year’s 
total contract amount is $306,500, 
leaving $6,500 to be made up in 
employee pass fees and parking 
funds. Next years contract is al- 
ready projected at $320,000. 

Reflecting back on _ the 
contract’s inception CSUS Vice 
President for Administrative Af- 
fairs, Mernoy Harrison, said “We 
were looking for a way to encour- 
age students to get out of their 


” The $14 paid yearly into 
ASI fees by students is arguably 
small when considering the 
contract’s benefits. CSU students, 
with or without cars of their own, 
save on transportation costs— $40 
is the price of a typical monthly 
RT pass. More importantly, less 
commuters ease the burden‘ on 
CSUS parking lots and reduce pol- 
lutants in the air. 
With enrollment expected to 
rise at CSUS, the last thing that 
Harrison and other Administra- 


tors want to sacrifice is campus | 


space for additional parking. 

“We’re trying to get more stu- 
dents to use RT because of park- 
ing,” said Harrison. “[The pro- 
gram] will free up some parking 
spaces and mitigate the need to 
increase [parking]. We’ ve got that 
big area out there [on Hornet 
Drive on the campus’ south side] 
with gravel. We’d rather do some- 
thing other than put more parking 
there.” 

Harrison also keeps a cautious 
eye on developments in govern- 
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U.S. Endangered Species Act, which 
protected the marbled murrelet a sea 
bird that nested only in Headwaters. 

A federal court ruled this year that 
Pacific Lumber could begin logging 
when the murrelets nesting season 
ended, on Sept. 16.

Ralph Nader, presidential candi- 
date for the Green Party, has recently 
been voicing his concern that the 
extent of Hurwitz’s and his partners’ 
potential liabilities for the United Sav- 
ings Assn. of Texas bailout should be 
determined before the Clinton ad- 
ministration begins trading away pub- 
lic lands. 

An advertisement in The New York 
Times , signed by Nader, Stated, *“Mr.. 
Clinton intends to bail out Charles 
Hurwitz for a second time.” 

Nader’s suggestion that Hurwitz 
should give up his rights to the forest 
in exchange for any liabilities seems 
the least likely outcome. | 

Garamendi told the San Francisco 
Chronicle last week the Interior De- 
partment doesn’t have the authority to 
offer a debt for land exchange, though 
he says he would be interested if 
Hurwitz’ s representatives sug gested the 
idea. 

Hurwitz and hisrepresentatives con- 
sistently and adamantly deny responsi- 
bility for the savings and loan failure, 
saying in the New York Times that the 
savings and loan failed “because of the 
precipitous decline of the Texas 
economy.” 

According to a spokesperson in 
the CSU office of public affairs, 
Munitz calls the legal actions against 
him “nonsense.” 

According to newsreports, Munitz 
met Hurwitz while serving as chan- 
cellor of the University of Houston.

CSUS blood drive 
Sept. 18 


The Sacramento Blood Center, 
along with the Pre-Health Professional 
Student Organization and Nu Alpha 
Kappa Fraternity will hold a blood 
drive Monday Sept.16, from 9 a.m. to 
4 p.m. and Tuesday Sept. 17, from 9 
a.m. to2 p.m. in the Redwood Room of 
the University Union. 

An average of 400 pints of blood 
need to be collected a day just to main- 
tain an adequate supply in local hospi- 
tals. 

Students wishing to give blood 
Should bring a picture I.D. The whole 
process should take less than an hour, 
according to Stephanie Baumgartner 
of the Sacramento Blood Center. 

‘“Ttis impossible to get AIDS or any 
other disease from the blood donation 
process. All equipment is sterile, used 
once, and then discarded,” Baumgartner 
said. “One pint of blood can help up to 
three patients needing blood.” 


Wilson appoints 
new CSU trustee 


Governor Pete Wilson named 
Lawrence K. Gould, a Pasadena law- 
yer with the law firm of Sheppard, 
Mullin, Richter & Hampton, to the 
CSU Board of Trustees during the sum- 
mer, Wilson also named Rosemary E. 
Thakar to the community colleges 
board. Thakar, described as a generous 
Wilson contributor by the California 
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State Student Association, was a CSU 
trustee until her confirmation hearings 
in 1994 when her reappointment was 
denied. CSSA opposed her reconfir- 
mation because of her support of pay 
hikes and raising student fees. This 
marked the first time ever a trustee was 
not reconfirmed. 


KXPR\KXJZ 
general manager 
resigns 


Phil Corriveau, who was instrumen- 
tal in making KXPR a leader in the 
National Public Radiosystem and sign- 
ing KXJZ on to the air during his 16 
years as general manager of the CSUS 
NPR stations, recently resigned. 

The NPR stations are profession- 
ally operated National Public Radio 
stations licensed to CSUS as a public 
service to the Sacramento area. 

Corriveau came to CSUS from ra- 
dio station WHA Madison, Wisconsin 
in 1980. KXPR had just gone on the air 
in April 1979. Before that it was the 
student operated station KERS. When 
corporate sponsors fell through in 1982, 
it was under Corriveau’s tenure that 
KXPR began to play bingo at the bingo 
center on Mayhew Drive two nights a 
week. During the 11 years that the 
bingo game was operated over $2 mil- 
lion was raised which went to upgrad- 
ing the KXPR signal in 1984, moving 
from Walnut Grove to North High- 
lands and upping the power from 23,000 
watts to 50,000 watts. 

_ With the aid of the bingo money, it 
was possible to apply for another broad- 


‘cast frequency. The process began in 


1986 and five years later that frequency 
signed on as KXJZ in the summer of 
1991. 

Under Corriveau, KXPR’s weekly 
audience grew to 120,000, four times 
the size it was when he signed on as 
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general manager. Nationally KXPR 
continues to be the most heavily used 
public radio station in markets similar 
in size to Sacramento. | 

KXPR’s format features classical 
music and news and KXJZ’s format 
features jazz and news. The stations 
serve a combined audience of over 
200,000 listeners a week. 


CSU getting ugly 
headquarters | 


Schematic plans for a $35 mil- 
lion replacement building for the 
California State University head- 
quarters in Long Beach were ap- 
proved by the CSU Board of 
Trustees at their July meeting. 

The new 165,000-square foot 
replacement building will be lo- 
cated across the street from the 

existing building. 

“One ugly building,” is how 
CSU Trustee Jim Gray described 
the new building. 

The architect’s plans for the 
new building call for a cost of 
$139 per foot, which includes 
window glazing, a garden, cu- 
bicles that can be reconfigured 
easily and six floors of office 
space. 

“I don’t want anybody going 
by this building and liking it,” 
Chancellor Barry Munitz said in 
response to Trustee Gray’s ob- 
servation. Munitz added that if 
the building is too beautiful, tax-

‘payers might think the CSU sys- 


tem is wasteful. If itis too ugly, it 
runs the risk of offending.. “It’s 
an impossible assignment for an 
architect,” he said. 

The current facility, which en- 
gineers have deemed a seismic 
safety hazard, will be demolished 
and the site used as a parking lot.

CSU Hispanics 
Graduate at 
High Rate 


Several California State Univer- 
sity Campuses are among the 
nation’s top universities graduating 
large numbers of Latino students, 
according to a recent report issued 
by the Hispanic Outlook in Higher 
Education (HOHE). 

HOHE, a New Jersey-based or- 
ganization which tracks academic 
Statistics of Latinos, states in its 
“Best Colleges for Hispanics” re- 
port that the CSU campuses in Los 
Angeles, Fullerton, Northridge, 
Long Beach, Fresno and Pomona 
are among the nation’s top 20 uni- 
versities in the number of bachelors 
degrees awarded to Latinos during 

1992-93. 

Other CSU campuses ranking in 
the top 100 are San Jose, Cal Poly, 
San Bernardino, Dominguez Hills, 
Chico and Bakersfield. | 

CSU campuses among the top 50 
universities in the country awarding 
master’s degrees to Latinos are Los 
Angeles, San Diego, San Jose, Long 
Beach, Fresno and Fullerton. 

“These students are often the first 
generations in their families to at- 
tend college, thereby becoming role 

‘models for siblings and others who 
will follow in their footsteps,” said 
CSU Chancellor Barry Munitz. “The 
CSU. provides an important gate- 
way to the future for the Latino 
population, as well as for the state 
itself, as these students then enter 
the work force.” 

The top six universities to gradu- 
ate Hispanic’s with bachelors de- 
grees include: Florida International 
University (1,612), the University 
of Texas at El Paso (840), the Uni- 
versity of Texas at Austin (835), 
UCLA (812), UC Berkeley (772), 
and CSU Los Angeles (702). 

“High graduation rates reflect 
successful recruitment and reten- 
tion programs at these universities,” 


said Amelia Duggan, HOHE editor.

The Guide To Your Career is.a 
handy book geared towards students, 
recent graduates, young professionals 
and anyone who is thinking about 
changing their career. The authors of 
this book cite a 1994 survey of 2,000 
college students by the College Place- 
ment Council which revealed that the 
biggest challenge involved in search- 
ing for a job is defining career op- 
tions—in other words whatis available 
to you. The second biggest challenge 
cited by those surveyed was found to 
be the actual planning process—mean- 
ing where to start looking, who to talk 
to, and what to do from there. 


Carnival lights the streets of 


requests of students to guide them, they 
try to plan meals which will appeal to a 
wide range of tastes.

According to Babiarz, the students’ 
requests have the biggest influence on 
whatis served.

We try to be really responsive to 
students,” he said. 

Barbiaz also skims through cook- 
books (including: low-fat cookbooks) 
to find new and interesting dishes. 

Babiarz says that although students 
often request typical American foods 
such as grilled cheese sandwiches and 
cheeseburgers, there has been an in- 
creasing number of requests for low- 
fat and/or vegetarian dishes in recent 
years. He says that it wasn’t until three 
years ago that these dishes were in- 
cluded on the menu. Now, he provides 
at least one meatless entree per meal, as 
wellas many low-fat alternatives. Some 
of these items include garden burgers, 
low-fat sandwich meats, fat-free 
cheeses, low-fat muffins, and low-fat 
salad dressings. Also available to stu- 
dents are fresh salads, fruits, and veg-

Convenience plays a major role in 
food selection as well. For busy college 
students, a candy bar in between classes 
is considered breakfast. The reality is 
that most students just don’t have the time 
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toplanabalanced meal. This is why places 
like the Outpost and the Roundhouse are 
so popular—they offer foods such as past- 
ries, sandwiches, ice cream, and hot dogs 
with speed and convenience. They also 
have vending machines containing 
candy and chips. Although not the 
healthiest choice, it is usually all a 
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student has time for. 

Stress is another contributing fac- 
tor to weight gain, and is something 
that freshman are especially prone to. 
This is often a result of being away 
from family and friends for the first 
time, living in a new city, and trying to 
balance school and work. Whatever 
the cause of stress and anxiety, many 
students use food to maintain their emo- 
tional well-being. 

Students also have less spare time 
on their hands to exercise.

It can also help busy students 
develop an exercise plan, and can teach 
them how to manage stress, By eating the 
right foods and making time for exercise, 
it is possible to get through the first year at 
CSUS without becoming another victim 
of the Freshman 15.

In fact, “Spiritchaser” has less 
of an ancient European influence than 
the majority of the band’s prior work, 
incorporating a variety of exotic sounds 
which show a definite tribal influence. 

The music of Dead Can Dance’s 
previous albums can be described as 
dark ethereal while bordering new age. 
The classic rhythms and haunting 
voices of Lisa Gerrard and Brendan 
Perry often invoke images of distant 
lands and ancient ruins. The combina- 
tion of deep instrumentals and melodic

Surprisingly, there aren’t any roman- 
tic sub-plots in this movie.

‘*Rock’’ anchors 
CSUS backfield 


Shelton overcomes personal tragedy - 
| toreunite with former JC coach

“We call him rock,” CSUS wide 
receiver Sheridan Mitchell said. “Be- 
cause he’s like a rock.” 

Rockisanaptdescription for Daimon 
Shelton, the Homets’ new fullback. 
Shelton stands at 6’1”’and weighs in ata 
massive 240 Ibs. According to head 
coach John Volek, there’s not an inch of 
fat on him. 

“‘Tbulkedup, ’ the soft-spoken Shelton 

Bigand strong just whatone wants 
from a fullback. 

Strong is also a good way to describe 
the character of Shelton, a 23-year old 
transfer from Fresno City College and 
played under Volek while he was the 
‘head coach of the Rams. 

The past few years have not been 
easy for the young man. Shelton He 
spent his first season at FCC as a medical 
redshirt freshman after breaking hisankle. 


He did make a complete recovery in 


1993, rushing for 857 yards on 138 
carries with 12 touchdowns. It was justa 
sample of what was to come. 

Shelton re-wrote the FCC record 
books in 1994, rushing for well over 
1,200 yards and scoring 27 touchdowns. 


He broke the 100-yard barrier in seven 


outof nine games. Shelton was named to 
the national JC Gridwire All-American 
team. | 

Life couldn’t be better for Shelton. 
Then it fell apart. 

Shelton’s parents both died in 1995. 
It was a tough loss for Shelton, who was 
22 at the time. 


“Tfellapartacademically.Itookitreal’ 


hard,” Shelton said in a deep, but mild 
voice. “T realize now that they are in a 
better place. They are still here in spirit. 
Before I took life much less seriously. 


Now I do as much as I can everyday.” 

One of the main reasons why Shelton 
came to CSUS is Volek. Both forged a 
close bond during their time as player and 
coach at FCC. | 

“T’m very close to him,”’ Shelton said. 

“T ve known him (Shelton) since 1991. 
[recruited him. He’s special,” Volek said. 
“T was there in the hospital with him, was 
there for him when his parents were killed. 

We have adeeperrelationship than just 
player and coach. He looks to me as a 
mentor.

Sept. 3 marked the dawn of another 
semester at CSUS. Forincoming fresh- 
men the day symbolized a sort of re- 
birth. To returning studentsand faculty 
it delivered a crude awakening from a 
summer-induced stupor. But together 
we’ ve been hurled at the feet of a new 
challenge. Not unlike newborns; we 
struggle to find the truth justas children 
grasp for mother’s milk. 

Whoa! Sorry about that. Just a few 
words from the drama queen. But you 
get the picture. We’re back in school. 

We'll quickly forget the events of 
summer, including the deaths of 19 
officers killed in the bombing of a U.S.

They 
went on with their lives, but their feet 
continue to drag just a little heavier, 
and their eyes remain misted in re- 
membrance of their dead. 


For itis the survivors that death and 
disease leave in their wake that meet 
with the ultimate suffering. It is in their 
hearts that the pain lives on and on. 

Ironically, it is the survivors that 
society turns its back on, while we let 


the blessed veil of forgetfulness shield | 


our eyes from a pain that is not ours. 

However, after losing my grand- 
mother to an aneurism five years ago, 
and having been diagnosed with juve- 
nile diabetes early this summer, I’m 
beginning to appreciate the life of a 
SUIVIVOr. 

Not that being diagnosed was a bad 
thing. It was, of course, a blessing to 
finally understand what was wrong 
with me. After rapidly losing 20 Ibs. 
for no apparent reason and constantly 
craving fluids, I knew that something 
wads terribly wrong with me (more than 
usual, anyway). Although I eventually 
guessed diabetes might be the culprit, 
knowing for sure gave mea little peace 
of mind. - 

Now, a little more than three 
months later, I’m back in school, work- 
ing and living my life. As an insulin 
dependent, a day doesn’t pass without 
an injection or blood test. I know I’m 
very lucky, and that there are far worse 


things than being diabetic. But some- 
times I’m afraid, and it’s then that the 
little child in me asks, “Why me? Why 


do I have to suffer?” Sometimes I’m 


afraid of losing my vision and of losing 
feeling in my feet. I’m afraid of being 
different. Because being different just 
makes things a little bit harder. 

But then I remember the tremen- 
dous support my family and friends 
have given me, and I remember the 
billion other people who share this 
little quirk in the immune system. I 
think how lucky I am just to be alive. 
Sometimes, we forget that we forge our 
own fate. We forget that life is made 


richer with every overcome obstacle, — 


and warmer with an appreciation of 
each others’ struggles. 
Well, I hope that was depressing 


enough for everyone! I just had to get 
thatoffmy chest (notliterally, of course. 


Don’t have much there to begin with.) 
Tune in next time for some lively in- 
vestigation into how money which 
could be used to add valuable lab sec- 
tions to Chem 251s being wasted by our 
administration.

Recent Senate decision OKs 


job 


“TheW.S. Senate senta strong mes- 
sage to homosexuals on Tuesday, 
passing one bill preventing gay mar- 
riagesand rejecting another that would 
givethe same job discrimination pro- 
tection that many other groups enjoy 
today. | 
The Senate erred twice. 

The most disturbing decision was 
the ‘rejection of job discrimination 
protection for gays. The bill would 
have provided increased protection 
for gays by banning discriminatory 
practices in matters of hiring, firing, 
pay and promotions. Such guarantees 
exist for racial groups, ethnicities, 
various religions and gender. 

But it appears gays will not have 
that protection. 

With this decision the Senate is 
not only denying a group the civil 
rights others have, but tacitly endors- 
ing discriminatory practices against 
gays. The message the Senate sends 
all but says, “Since you are gay, em- 
ployers can choose not to promote 
you based on your sexual preference, 
choose to not give you araise because 
you are gay, or fire you because you 
are a lesbian.” 

It is wrong to guarantee such pro- 
tection to some and reject it for oth- 
ers. Some argue that unlike racial and 
ethnic groups, who are born with 





iscrimination against gay 


different skin colors and appearances, 
gays choose to be different, and so they 
shouldn’t have the same protection. 
Recent studies may indicate that sexual 
orientation may be determined by biol- 
ogy, not by preference. Denying gays 
the same protections is discrimination, 
period, and is just as ugly as discrimi- 
nating against somebody because they 
are black, Polish or Buddhist. 

But protection against discrimina- 
tion may be at hand. The bill was

rejected by only one vote, 50-49, and 
could have passed if Senator David 
Pryor, D-Ark., had been on hand to 
vote in favor, resulting in a 50-50 tie. 
Vice President Al Gore was on hand in 
case of a tie, but Pryor was with his son 
in Arkansas, who was undergoing can- 
cer surgery. 

The Defense of Marriage Act passed 
by a85-14 margin. It protects marriage 
as an institution between man and 
woman. This too is a discriminatory 
decision. This bill would prevent gay 
couples from having the same rights as 
heterosexual couples. 

Take this for an example. Both part- 
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ners of a marfied couple work. The 
wife has a job that provides health 
insurance for theemployee’s spouse, 
while the other doesn’t. If this is a 
man/woman couple, there are no 
problems. But if it is a gay couple, 
the other partner would not receive 
the insurance coverage because the 
partners are not married. Evenif they 
have lived together for 20 years, only 
one would receive health insurance. 

And just because of sexual pref- 
erence. 

The bill’s name implies that the 
institution of marriage is under at- 
tack by homosexuals. It suggest that 
gays have a nefarious agenda. But 
homosexuals do not. In fact, they 
just want what heterosexuals want: . 
tomake apledge tothe one they love, 
to have that pledge recognized by 
their government, and to have the 
same benefits as heterosexual 
couples. It’s not much to ask! 

Senator PhilGramm,R-Texas, said 
this during the debate of the bill on the 
Senate floor, “The traditional family 
has stood for over 5,000 years. Are we 
sowise today that we areready toreject 
5,000 years of recorded history?” 

No Senator Gramm, accepting ho- 
mosexual marriages would not be a 
rejection of the traditional family. It 
would be an addition.

Is America on the brink of war yet 
again?

The Gulf 
War and President Bush left that ques- 
tion unanswered, and consequently it 
is now President Clinton’s, and possi- 
bly whomever wins the 1996 election, 
to deal with Hussein.

international law in the face of the 
United States and its out. It appears he 
takes a perverse pleasure in refusing to 
comply with United Nationresolutions 
and American requests. He has barred 
weapons inspectors from facilities, and 
such refusals allow Hussein to not only 
continue but increase weapons produc- 
tion. 

Diplomatic measures have proven 
ineffective thus far in dealing with 
Hussein. United Nation sanctions have 
really done little to harm the man in 
power. In fact, the embargo of Iraqi oil 
and trade has resulted in shortages of 
food and medicinal supplies. Because 
Hussein refuses to surrender power, 
the Iraqi people are made to suffer. 
This is not fair to the Iraqi people, and 
it is Counter-productive; the people 
come to hate the United States because 
they blame America for the shortages. 
Humanitarian agencies have responded 
to help the Iraqis, but it is not enough 
aid. This is what Hussein wants, and so 
far, he is getting that reaction from his 
people. 

Ultimately, diplomacy would be the 
preferred route to take to the resolution 


of this latest crisis in the Gulf region. 
But can appeals to reason and threats 
and demonstrations of martial power 
be enough to deter Hussein? The only 
thing which Hussein seems to heed is 
direct military force. It was what got 
him to pull out of Kuwait. 

Unfortunately, this will require mili- 
tary action. If,and when, Clinton chooses 
to respond with overwhelming force, he 
must press Hussein until he is ready to 
surrender himself, not just Irag. Other- 
wise, we will once again be forced to deal 
with Hussein in the future. 

Itis a difficult decision to make, and 
innocent people will die. If a future 
military attack does remove Hussein 
from Iraq, then our government must 
be prepared to help rebuild Iraq. We 
must assist in repairing the nation’s 
infrastructure, and show them that 
America knows how to do more than 
just wage war. We must build up sup- 
port amongst the people of Iraq. If so, 
not only would we gain a valuable ally, 
a pro-American state in the center of 
the Middle East could help maintain 
peace in the region. And that’s a goal 
worth fighting for.
